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The Royal Society for the encouragement of Arts, Manufactures and Commerce was 
founded in 1754, by William Shipley, a drawing master from Northampton, who 
assembled a group of the most eminent artists, philosophers and scientists of the day 
and declared that the objectives of his Society were ‘to embolden enterprise, to 
enlarge science, to refine art, to improve our manufactures and to extend our 
commerce. The Society moved to its present premises, which were purpose built by 
the Adam brothers as part of their Adelphi development, in 1774. 


Our logo 


A. H. Baldwin and Sons Ltd., founded in 1872, has had premises in The Adelphi since 
the 1920's and since 1970 at 11 Adelphi Terrace. The original terrace was demolished 
in 1936. The drawing is derived from part of Robert Adam’s original plans for his 


Royal Terrace, and depicts the house at the West end of the Terrace at the corner of 
Robert Street.

The term Daric used by the Greeks (in literature by Herodotus and Pollux for example) in the fifth century and later 
as descriptive of Persian gold coins comes from the name of Darius I, 510-486 BC. Only a handful of dies have so far

At the right, are the 
mountain chains Tmolos and Messogis, three mountains running from east to west, with the river valleys of the 
Kayster and Maeander between them. This was an area of importance for the Persian Empire. Sardeis, where the 
Royal Road ends, lies in the north of the Tmolos mountains and a road ran from Ephesus to the Cilician Gate.
